Tne portions of the Chinese concessions 
to the American bankers which met with 
general approval were those relating to 
the establishment of a National Bank 
and a coinage. As regards the former, 
both foreigners and Chinese welcomed 
the prospect, because they saw in it a 
means of extending the trade and com- 
merce of the country by supplying 
al to merchants and others in dis- 
which have at present only a 
banking system which is unsuited to 
the present condition of China, and wil} 
be still more unsuited to the China 
which we all hope to see in the near 
future. There are abundance of banks 
in all parts of the Empire, indeed, except 
Scotland, China has long been the most 
fully banked country in the world. But 
every now and then when any strain 
comes on their resources most of these 
banks get into difficulties and many of 
them close their business. And of late 
years the rich and powerful Shansi 
bankers have been crippled by the non- 
fulfilment of the engagements which 
‘Tso Tsung-t'ang entered into with them 
during the campaigns in the north-west. 
‘Their losses by this amounted to many 
millions of taels, and it is understood 
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that they have not for some years been 
in a position to carry on the large 
transactions which they formerly under- 
took. ‘There is no bank like those of 
England, France and Germany to which 
private banks and people can go to 
borrow when money is searce. ‘This relief 
is obtained by the native bauks at the 
open ports from the branches of foreign 
exchange banks and with great benefit 
to the Chinese bankers and to trade. Its 
extension to other parts of the Empire 
where foreigners cannot establish them- 
seles isverydesirable. Besides the benefit 
which traders and producers would derive 
from the judicious working ofa National 
Bank, the Imperial Government would 
he directly benefited in many way 
Greater economy would be obtained in 
the collection, distribution, and remit~ 
tance ofthe revenues, and theState would 
be strengthened theret: and as the 
bank prospered the credit of the Govern- 
iment and of its provincial officials would 
iuerease among the wealthy and the more 
intelligent Chinese. Oue of the great 
weaknesses of this country and one that 
must be overcome before China can take 
her proper place in the world, is the want 
of confidence on the part of the monied 
classes in the good faith of the officials 
in all that relates to financial inatter 
A State or National Bank condueted as 
are similar Banks in other countries 
would do more to create the confi- 
‘lence whieh is now wanting than 
any other measure which the Chi- 
nese Government could adopt. The 
proposal to establish sueh a bank would, 
no doubt, meet with great opposition 
from provincial officials, and the horde 
of petty bankers, money changers, and 
shrofls, who would see in it the des- 
truetion of the wasteful and dishonest 
means by which they live. Large numbers 
of private bankers would have the same 
viow at first, but a few years’ experience 
would show them that their fears were 
groundless, that the bank would be a 
friend instead of an enemy to them, 
and gradually the higher officials would 
come to the same conclusion. 

Many attempts have been made by 
foreigners to obtain the Imperial sane- 
tion to the establishment of a National 
Bank. On more than one occasion these 
































attempts have been almost successful. | 


"The goodwill of powerful personages 
had been obtained, but either the oppo- 
sition of other officials or the jealousy 
of foreigners of other nations than 
that which was organising the scheme, 
frustrated the efforts that were being 
made. Unfortunately competition for 
government business has, especially 
during the last few years, been marked 
by what onlookers consider an un- 
necessary amount of jealousy, individual

There is room enough for all the mer- 
chants who are engaged in the China 
trade, or, if there is not, the establish- 
ment of a National Bank would lead to 
such an extension as would satisfy the 
dissatisfied. We are persuaded that all 
foreign merchants would say that this 
would be the effect of the working of a 
National Bank ; it was what was univer- 
sally said after the late concessions 
to the AmericanSyndicate were disclosed 
and it is what is hoped for now. ‘The 
foreign bankers here were, as far as we 
know, of the same mind as the merchants, 
But there may be reason to fear that,after 





| what has lately occurred there will be 


greater difficulty than before in obtain- 
ing the requisite Imperial sanction. The 
opposition to the establishment of a 
National Bank may be increased in 
numbers by the adhesion of those who, 
thongh not against the measure, would 
not like to see their country exposed 
to the intrigues of rival financiers, who 
might again bring about a fiasco. We 
should be glad to know that there was 
no risk of this, and that those financiers 
whose offers were not accepted would 
be magnanimous and lend their aid in 
establishing the Bank. But it is better 
not to count upon this. 

But in the establishment of a National 
Bank in China, which would probably 
from the first require a large capital, 
and certainly would do so before it 
had been many years in existence, why 
should not the capitalists of many 
nations co-operate? If a few well 
known firms in London, Berlin, New 
York and Paris—houses of the very 
highest _class—agreed to form a Na- 
tional Bank for China, is it unlikely 
that the Cabinet of Peking would avail 
of their offer, and that Chinese of 
high standing’ would be ready to join 
the combination and to act as Direc- 
tors? Whatever the amount of capital 
fixed upon, that portion of it reserved 
for issue in shares in Europe and 
America might be divided among the 
different countries and the remainder 
allotted in China ; and this last portion 
should be made ‘as lange as possible. 
All that, however, is matter of detail 
and arrangement. The great points 
favour of the suggestion which we 
now make are that, should it be adopted, 
the jealousies of {the different groups of 
financiers in other countries would 
cease ; and, also, that the Cabinet of 
Peking would see that there could be 
no doubt of the successful foundin, 
the Bank, or that it would be worked 
on broad and honest principles. We

‘Admiral Hamilton made a trip to Pootung 
on Monday morning to inspect the steams 
that is being put up in Messrs. Boyd & Co, 
yanl for the, Upper Yangtze Navigation 
Company. Work has gone on very fast on 
her, under the superintendence of Mr, 
Monk, and her plating is all in place, and 
being riveted. There are some novelties 
in her construction, which make her worth 

visit, She is n’stern-wheel boat, with 
two wheels, but instead of the flat duck's 
stern and three rudders before the wheels, 
which most of the American boats have, 
she has very fine lines aft, and one balance 
rudder behind the wheels, which is expected 
to have as much power as the other system 
gives. Her plating is of Siemens steel, run- 
ing Tis, to the square foot or rather less 
than three-sixteenths of an inch inthickness, 
the object being to make her light but 
tough, the advantage of using this steel 
being’ that if a rock strikes it, it bends, 
and does not crack or split, as’ wood and 
iron do. The engines are on the way out 
in the Oopack, and it is expected that the 
oat will be ready to make her experimental 
trials, to. determine her steering powers, 
etc., early in December. 

‘From the papers by the German mail we 
Iearn that Mr. Sweet, it is said at the 
instance of the Royal Thames Yacht Club, 
has challenged for the America Cup. Tt 
is understood that Mr. Watson will build a 
cutter for him on the Clyde. A member 
of the New York Yacht Club has resigned 
in order to take a share in the new cutter. 

‘The Commodore at Hongkong has offered

She signalled the information to the 
Huitan, and asked her to report at Amoy 
that she would not in consequence eall in 
at that port, but would proceed on to 
Hongkong. 

The Portuguese corvette Burth 
Dias, Captain Costa Cabral, from 
bique and Colombo, arrived at Singapore 
on the 21st October. She is a vessel of 
1,443 tons, 600 horse-power and 12 guns, 
She was to wait at Singapore for the arrival 
of the Zaire. The Tejo, Commander Cami- 
nha, which arrived at Singapore on the 7th 
October, left for Macao on the 18th. She is 
a vessel of 597 tons, 450 horse-power and 4 
guna. The Portuguese fleet in China waters 
Willconsist of thecorvette Bartholumen Dius, 
the sloops Zaire and Tejo, and the gunboats 
Tamega and Rio Lima, We understand that 
all these vessels will be at Hongkong for the 
Tubilee on the 9th. Tt is rumoured that the 
corvettes Mindello and Rainha de Portugal, 
the cruisers Alfonso de Albuynerque and 
Liberal, and the gunboats Mandovi and Rio 
Ave have received orders to be in readiness 
to proceed to China at short notice. 

As Reuter’s telegram in the Straits Times 
states that the Earl of Lytton has been 
appointed. Ambassador in Paris we may 
not take it as certain that that is the true 
reading of the extraordinary message 
furnished to us. The retitement of Lord 
Lyons from that post may lead to his 
acceptance of the office of Foreign Se- 
cretary in the Ministry, which it was 
understood Lord Salisbury offered to him 
lust year. ‘The appointmient would be an 
admirable one and would allow Lord 
Salisbury to assume his proper functions as 
Promier and first Lord of the Treasury. 

The Courrier Haiphong contains the 
announcement of the sale by auction of an 
ex-gunboat, Le Jaeeline. The upset price 
is 800 francs, or £32 sterling. 

The Comvier d@'Haiphoug discusses the 
value to Tongking of the newly settled 
scheme for the union of French Indo-China. 
Tt would have been much less pleased by it 
if, instead of having at the head of Annam 
and Tongking a man like M. Bihourd, the 
Present, incompetent resident-general, it 

had an active man, who would hay 
despised fatigue and sickness, and would 
have considered the post as a dignity and an 
honour. With a subsidy of a million sterlin, 
for two or three years, Tongking would 
have soon become independent : it would 
have raised a loan for its large public 
works, asking only a moral guarantee from 
home.’ M. Bihourd’s administration has 
compromised Ton; and dissipated all 
the popularity which Paul Bert worked so 
hard to establish. ‘To leave it longer in its 
present hands, would be to consign the 
colony to ruin. What will the Union bring 
Tongking? Good? It is to be hoped so. 
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administration which has shipwrecked the 
colony, so that it can only gain, both poli- 
tically and financially, by the change.

the Governor ordered a strip of the fore- 
shore near the steamer wharf to be filled in 
and used for the required propose. The 
Kaifong were indignant, on the nominal 
ground that the land was wanted for passen- 
ger and cargo-boats to come alongside, but 
really because it was for the benefit, as they 
thought, of foreigners. ‘They sent in a 
p . which the Governor refused to 
Accept, and when they sent ina second peti- 
tion, Re sent a party of soldiers, arrested a 
number of petitioners and took them to the 
Magistracy, where he asked them to sign a 
Paper agreeing to the proposed step. On 
their refusing, he let some of them go and 
detained the rest as hostages. ‘Three hun- 
dred of their friends and neighbours march- 
ed to their rescue armed with lanterns, 
but they were repelled, and some of the 
leaders had their faces slapped by the run- 
ners, With Chinese persistency, the crowd 
bivouacked in the Yamén the whole night, 
making fires and cooking their rice, ete. 
All the shops and the gates of the streets 
were closed the next day asa protest, and 
the shopkeopers in the neighbouring streets 
propose to co-operate by closing their shops 
too. Itisa matter with which foreigners 
have nothing to do, but the fact that the 
foreign Customs ate concerned is enough 
to arouse all this animosity against the 
Governor and his project. 

We read with pleasure in the Daily Press 
that the district magistrate of Téung-hai 
(Yiinnan) has issued an excellent proclama- 
‘on in favour of Christianity and deference 
towards the Roman missionaries. 

The Daily Press gives the following ac- 
count of a magnificent Jubilee gift that 
inns been recently made to Honglong:—A 
number of drinking fountains are at present 
being put up in different parts of the town. 
‘On making inquiries as to the cireumstances 
of their erection we learnt that they 
are a present from a Parsee gentleman in 
commemoration of the Jubilee of Her Ma- 
jesty the Queen. ‘The donor wishes, we 
understand, to remain anonymous, for the 

resent at all events. In all there are to 
e six fountains, and their positions are as 
follows:—Sailors’ Home, Chinese Recrea- 
tion Ground, Harbour Master’s Office, near 
the Canton steamer Wharf, No. 2 Police 
Station, and Wanchai Market. "Those a 
the Harbour Master's Office, near the Can- 
ton Steamer Wharf, and Wanchai Market 
are now ready. They are of iron and have 
been manufactured by a Glasgow firm, 
Messrs. Wm. Macfarlane & , the total 
cost, we hear, being about $5,000. They 
are ‘all fitted’ with a drinking trough for 
animals. On each fountain is inscribed 
“Victoria Jubilee Fountain, 1887.” The 
magnificent present will be received ax a 
grateful boon by the colony, for drinking 
fountains have long been recognised as a 
public necessity, and their erection was 
one of the forms proposed for the public 
memorial of the Jubilee.

‘The Courrier @’ Haiphong announces the 
return of the Resident-General, M. Bihourd, 
to Haiphong from Hongkong on the 21st 
ult. On arriving at Haiphong he learnt for 
the first time that the union of French 
Indo-China was an accomplished fact, ‘ at 
which, it is said, he appeared slightly 
nonplussed, 

‘There has been another steamer collision 
in the Straits, with the total loss of one of 
the steamers, but with no accident to human 
life. We find in the Daily Press that the 
Straits steamer Ruby, which left Singapore 
on the 20th October, put back late in the 
day, having been in collision about 4,30 
a.m. with the steamer Hongkong, about 14 
or 2 miles off the Red "{oland, Durian 
Straits, by which the latter steamer was 
sunk in 4 or 5 minutes, but her captain, 
crew, and passengers were saved. The 
Ruby is owned by Messrs, Wee Bin & Co.. 
and was on her usual voyage to Muntok 
and Palembang from Singapore, while the 
Hongkong was owned by Messrs. Bun Hin 
& Co. and was cowing from Jambie to 
Singapore. 

‘The Court of Enquiry in Yokohama into 
the collision between the steamer Metapedia 
and the barkentine Louise, in which the 
latter ‘was totally lost, has given its decision 
and finds the steamer solely to blame. The 
apie and first ofticer of the steamer, bein; 
below at the time, are exonerated from all 
blame; and the certificate of the second 
otticer, who was in charge, is suspended 
for twelve months. The Louise kept her 
course when she saw the steamer, as she was 
bound to do; as to the second officer of the 
steamer, there were no extenuating cireum- 
stances. it was a clear night, a good 
night for seeing lights ; an open sea ; there 
was no danger of navigation, in fact, further 
than the danger of collision which it rested 
entirely with the steamer to avoid, The 
second officer was in charge of the deck. 
He did not reverse the engines in time; he 
did not stop the ship, did not call the master, 
In fact with every disposition to take every- 
thing into consideration that could be urged 
in his favour, the Court were really at a loss 
to find any excuse. It was in their view 
‘a case of gross incompetency.” The Court 
also found that, after the collision, every- 
thing possible was done by the steamer, and 
no one was responsible for the two lives that 
were unfortunately lost. 

The New York Commercial Bulletin says : 
—Large amounts of cotton goods are now 
being shipped to China from Boston by the 
Boston and Lowell Railroad to Newport, 
Vt., by the Canadian Pacific Railway from 
Newport to Vancouver, B.C., and thence 
by steamer to Yokohama and Hongkong. 
‘The time required for shipment from Boston 
to Shanghai is about thirty days. The time 
from England to the same port is over fift 
days.

‘Tue career of Hemry $. Ives, the New 
York banker, broker, and Railway King, 
as detailed in the New York World 
of 13th September, is such a remark- 
able one, that it would be scouted as 
impossible if it appeared in a romance, 
when it is remembered that he was only 
a youth of twenty-four when he began 
the acquisition of a vast system of rail- 
roads, which he would have succeeded 
in consolidating into a formidable rival 
to the great Pennsylvania Central sys- 
tem, but fur what looks like the treachery 
of Mr. Robert Garrett. Mr. Ives began 
his business career as a clerk in the 
Harpers’ publishing house ; from there 
he went as a clerk to the well-known 
bankers, A. M. Kidder & Co.; and after 
months was taken into the banking- 
house of George Opdyke & Co., with a 
one-sixth interest inthe bond depart- 
ment.

was made by some of the Cincinnati | 
shareholders to save themselves from 
Mr. Ives’ grasp, and prevent his getting 
the control of the company, but it was 
unsuccessful, and he soon appointed 
his partner Stayner president, aud him- 
self first vice-president. ‘The company 
which he had now acquired controlled 
also the Dayton and Michigan Railroad, 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Indiana- 
polis Railroad, and the Cincinnati, 
mond aud Chicago Railroad, and of all 
these roads Mr. Ives, or one of his 
nominees was appointed president. It 
was now that the celebrated $10,000,000 
of preferred stock in the first of these 
railroads was issued, which was handed 
to Messrs. H. 8. Ives & Co., as the fiseal 
agents of the Company. ‘Three other 
railways, whose names it would be 
tedious to give in full, were next. ac- 
quired, and there seems to be little 
question that they were all greatly im- 
proved under Mr. Ives" uniform manage- 
ment. “Those that were uarrow gauge 
lines were altered to standard gauge 
and relaid with steel rails, aud the net 
earnings shewed large increases. Now 
came the most important and difficult 
part of Ives’ scheme, the acquisition of 
what is known as the Vandalia line. It 
consists of three separate but connecting 
railroads with a total length of nearly 
500 miles, and its transfer to Ives was 
a terribie blow to the great Penusyl- 
vania Railroad Company, which ac- 
cordingly fought him in ‘the Courts, 
but was beaten. From that moment 
the Pennsylvania Railroad was bent 
upon crushing the audacious young 
monarch, who was now negotiating 
for the purchase of the Baltimore and 
Ohio system. With this added to 
the double handful of lines that he had 
already acquired, Mr. Ives would have 
controlled one of the finest railway 
systems in the States, second not even 
to the Pennsylvania. It would have 
formed the shortest line from the West 
te the seaboard, reaching all the impor- 
tant cities in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
Missouri, and with terminal facilitie: 
therein far superior to those of the 
Pennsylvania, Mr. Ives agreed to buy 
from Mr. Garrett a majority of the share 
capital of the Baltimore and Ohio for 
$18,000,000, of which $5,000,000 was 
to be paid in cash ; a great deal more 
than the stock was worth, but not more 
than it was worth to the buyer to en- 
able him to complete his system. He 
inet with so much opposition, however, 




















prompted by the Pennsylvania Com- 


pany, that he was unable to make the 
payments when they fell due, but Gar- 
rett being as anxious to sell as Ives was 
to buy, the necessary delays were ar 
ranged, until one fine morning a letter 
appeared in all the newspapers from 
Mr. Garrett, saying that he considered 
the bargain cancelled, and he went 
off the same day to Europe with two 
millions of Henry S. Ives and Co.'s 
dollars in cash or its equivalent in 
his pocket, which he affected to con- 
sider as forfeited bargain-money. The 
blow was too much for Henry S. Ives 
and Co., which had to make an assign- 
ment shortly afterwards, and the young 
railway king is temporarily dethroned. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad and its 
friends had a hold on Mr. Garrett of 
such a nature that they were able to 
persuade him to play Mr. Ives the 
trick he did; and a strong syndicate 
of first-class baukers has now taken 
charge of the Baltimore and Ohio, so 
that there is no more chance for our 
hero. ‘The short summary which we 
have given is enough to shew what 
a very remarkable young person he 
is; and the whole story must make 
Englishmen congratulate themselves 
that the shares in their railways are 
generally held by investors who rarely 
sell, and never go in for ‘pools’ or 
‘deals, so that such transactions as are 
here recorded are practically impossible; 
for no one speculator can acquire the 
controlling interest in one of the great 
English railroads. 
COREAN AFFAIRS. 

Wartixe on Corean affairs a short time 
ago, we termed the proposed mission to 
foreign Courts and Governments mis- 
chievous, and to this exception has been 
taken by a Correspondent who has re- 
cently pleaded for the independence of 
the country in our columns. We wsed 
the term because we thought the King 
was acting imprudently in forcing to 
the front a question—that of his inde- 
endence of China—which it was for his 
interest should remain undisturbed. It 
is a matter that can be left alone in the 
meantime ; and it is one of these ques- 
tions which might very well stir up 
others and so lead to unfortunate re- 
sults for the Kingdom. The King and 
his advisers should axply themselves to 
practical subjects, such as the develop- 
ment of the country, and thereby ren- 
der it somewhat capable of defending 
its rights. It is said as a reply to this 
that the Chinese Resident Yuen has 
thwarted the efforts made in this direc- 
tion by the King and his advisers. But 





s | there is more alleged against the Resident 


than his throwing impediments in the 
way of trade and commerce. He is 
under strong suspicion in Corea of in- 
triguing against. the King with the 
object of placing a youth on the throne 
who would be a mere puppet of China, 
The present King or the Queen, have, 
he thinks, shown too much independ- 
ence in late years. If this report is 
true—everything that comes from Corea 
should be received with reserve—actual 





danger to foreigners in the Capital may 
easily arise, as the Coreans are greatly 
attached to their King whose weakness 
and indolence is national, and therefore 
does not injure him in their estimation, 
China will incur a grave responsibility if 
she upsets the present condition of affairs 
in Seoul, which may not be satis- 
factory to her or to the Coreans. But 
it will be better to allow the King 
and his Cabinet to work out their own 
reforms in their own way than to let 
loose political passion, ‘The King and 
his ministers may have been extra~ 
vagant and negligent, but it should be 
remembered that they know very little 
of the world and are probably as readily 
attracted by novelties as the. Japanese 
daimios and people were when their 
country was opened to foreign trade. 
‘The Coreans have much to learn, and we 
are told that they are slowly learning. 
Anything of a revolutionary character 
in Seoul would inflame the mass of the 
Corean people against China, and would 
give Russia and Japan the occasion 
which some people say they are waiting 
for, while no one would be surprised if 
the greater liberty which has quite lately 
been extended to the French priests— 
who are again allowed to appear in the 
dress of their religious orders—brought 
them into the field as active agents in 
the interests of France. This is what 
they are everywhere in the East. 

‘The writer who has been championing 
the independence of Corea in our 
columns, assails the conduct and policy 
of the Chinese Resident in unmeasured 
terms. He asks, that Corea should be 
completely freed’ from the suzerainty, 
domination, or even the advice of China, 
His arguinent is that China has no 
right of suzerainty in Corea, aud has 
not really had this for two centuries, 
But although China left Corea pretty 
nearly alone until within the last few 
years, we are not aware that the 
vassalage of the latter was ever set 
aside. A Correspondent, whose abiliti 
to speak on the subject’ is undoubted, 
pointed out in our columns a few 
mouths ago that at the end of the 
seventeenth and the beginning of the 
eighteenth centuries the sanction of 
the Chinese Emperor had to be ob- 
tained before the successor chosen by 
the King of Corea got the title of heir- 
apparent, and on succeeding to the 
throne could not assume the title of 
King until it had been conferred on him 
by Peking. The same submission has 
since been exacted and yielded and the 
annual tribute has continued to be sent 
to Peking, much to the profit of the 
Corean envoys. China has however been 
careless or contemptuous in her dealings 
with Corea, and her ministers once told 
the Americans that they might deal 
with Corea in any way’ they pleased, 
and disclaimed all responsibility for the 
acts of the vassal state. And when the 
treaty-making period came, a few years 
ago, Admiral Shufeldt, in concluding the 
first of these instruments, acknowle’ 
as far as in him lay, the suzerainty of 
China over Corea. ‘The treaty which he 
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negotiated opened with these words :-— 
“Gorea has always been tributary to 
China; but enjoys local autonomy as 
well as independence as affairs 
between herself and other nations.” ‘This 
sentence. is not in the ratified treaty, 
having been struck out by the American 
Secretary of State, who declined to 
recognise the vassalage of Corea, or 
make a treaty with a vassal State. 
‘Their appearance in the original treaty 
is explained by its having been drawn 
up in Tientsim by the Admiral and 
the Viceroy, Li Hung-chang, aud seems 
to have been an attempt of the 
latter to get the ancient right of his 
country in some measure recognised 
by a foreign nation. But how little 
the Chinese statesmen cared for the 
matter is shown by their having allowed 
Corea to make treaties with Great 
Britain, and other nations, in which 
stwerainty is not mentioned ; aud in 
the case of Great Britain it is stipulated 
that both nations may have diplomatic 
representatives at either court. But 
in the Rules for the land and water 
commerce between China and Corea, 
which were negotiated by H.E. Li Hung- 
chang and three ‘Taotais, and the Corean 
Envoy, an assistant Envoy and an Ad- 
viser, in September or October 1882, the 
vassalage of Corea is distinctly acknow- 
Jedged. ‘The document begins “ Corea 
has long been one of our vassal states 
and in all that concerns rights and 
observances there are already fixed 
prescriptions which require no ehango.” 
Ihe necessity for rules and regulations 
is then stated, and these are embodied 
in eight articles which are granted as a 
favour to a dependent State. In the 
second of these it is noticeable that 
China demands for her subjects who 
may reside in Corea the extraterri- 
toriality which western Govermnents 
have required from her, while Coreans 
dwellingatthe Chinese ports areto be sub- 
ject to the laws of China, and the Corean 
‘commercial deputy—an official that the 
King of Corea is at, liberty to appoint 

i ientsin, as he may also 
send deputies to live at the open. ports 
—can only petition for a rehearing of 
cases, in the event of his nationals being 
dissatisfied with the judgment of the 
Chinese Commissioner. We give the 
portions of this document which relate 
to these matters in another column. 


It is the interest of China that 
Corea. should continue the relations to 
her which have so long existed. But 
China must deal firmly and generously 
with her vassal ; and if she forgets the 
latter quality there is very little doubt 
that other powers will, when it suits 
them, endeavour to supplant her or to 
possess themselves ofa part of the penin- 
sila, "If does not suit Russia to act at 
present as if shehadany designs on Corea, 
and she formally renounced these designs 
when we retired from Port Hamilton, 
but her position in thisquarter of the cou- 
tinent will be very different in a few years 
hence when her railways are extended to 
the borders of Manchuria. Itis not at all 
likely that Chine will then. be able to 












resist Russian encroachment by force of 
arms, either military or naval, and her 
rulers should therefore do everything in 
the meantime which will strengthen 
Corea and lead the Corean King and his 
advisers to lean upon China. In this 
direction we take leave to say that the 





influence of the British Minister might 
be used. It is to the interest of England 





that Corea should be undisturbed. Her 
trade has not yet developed as sanguine 
people expected, and as far as the con- 
sumption of imports goes is probably not 
mich greater than before she made 
treaties and foreigners established them- 
selves at the ports. But whatever its 
extent it would be utterly destroyed 
if Russia possessed the peninsula ; 
for by high duties and other mean: 
everything but Russian fabrics would 
be excluded. ‘That is the invariable 
policy of Russia. But besides the com- 
mercial aspect there is the imperial. 
Sir Charles Dilke is probably right when 
he says that Russia, when war comes, 
must be fought in the Pacific. We 
and other nations having great interests 
out here, aud ourselves especially for the 
sake of the Colonies, must prevent 
Russia obtaining a place of arms in 
Corea. ‘The good will of the Coreans 
will be a great help thereto, and if 
affairs in this het of the world are 
rightly managed the transfer of the 
Eastern question to the Far East may 
be averted. 
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Mx. Chamberlain, already one of the dit 
iguished, triumcirnto of nfhonelogy, 

peculiarly fitted for the task which he i 
posed upon himself last year of going to live 
among the hairy Ainos, and of passing under 
the immediate review of his own critical eye 
the work which had already been done 
in connection with the study of their 
guage. It will hardly be thought that 4 
works touching upon the Aino race have 
already seen the light ; that, however, does 
not exhaust the number by any means, but 
cnly the tale of those which have fallen 
under the cognizance of Mr. Chamberlain, 
and a listof which he gives at the end of his 
book now under review. Mr. Chamberlain 
paysa graceful tributeto the industry of Mr. 
Batchelor, ‘the right man” who *set to 
work in ‘the right way” to compose a 
Grammar of the Aino language (or Ain 
as Mr. Batchelor calls it) after five years 
intercourse with the Ainos in their own 
homes ; to the general correctness of whose 
work Mr. Chamberlain testifies from the 
results of his own Aino studies ; and whose 
Grammar Mr. Chamberlain, at Mr. Bat- 
chelor’s recommendation, now includes in 
this, the first volume of the “ Literary Col- 

ge Memoirs.” 

e construction of the individual words 
of Aino is almost totally different from that 
of Japanese, though the phonetic system is 
neatly the same, ‘The general tenor of Mr. 
Chamberlain's arguments itself, as thus 
summed up, tends to explain this 
singular fact :—The historical data availa- 
ble incline to show that the Ainos 
once extended much further south ; that, 
the farther south you go, the fewer Japa- 
nese geographical names'can be traced to 
‘Aino; that, over a large area of Japan, a 
considerable number of geographical names 
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can be distinctly proved to be, or guessed 
to be, of Aino origin ; that the Ainos have 
never been able to waite, and therefore 
never able to photograph ‘their language ; 
tha, even iow, largo nuabers of then ars 
bi-lingual, and show a tendency to forsake 
their own language in favour of Japanese ; 
and that mixed breeds of. Aino: 
Japanese origin are uot now, and, pre- 
sumably, never were prolitie. Hence, 
their“ laugua lowing a tendency 
to dic, it is evident that it cannot 
be killing Japanese, least of all alter- 
ing Japanesee construction, or enriching a 
language which onthe contrary bothenriches 
and kills it ( ino). Assuming, there- 
fore, that the Japanese immigrants from 
China drove the Ainos before them, tho 
only things the Ainos could well leave 
beliind were the names of the places 
from which they fled; whilst of their 
syllabary it may bo anyhow said that 
it is like all other syllabaries in the 
Yellow East, whether Corean, Japanese, or 
Chinese. In the whole of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s work there is scarcely a syllable which 
would not also be Chinese in one dialect 
or the other;and, thoughthe general ring of 
them and their polysyllability may be 
Japanese rather Chinese, it may be sug- 
gested that the obvious reason is that the 
Japanese are nearest to the Ainos, and, 
apartfrom allother provable affectingcauses, 
a given language is certainly morg likely to 
sound like its next door neighbour than like 
the next door neighbour but one, or two. 
Of the 15 points of construction (suys Mr. 
Chamberlain) in which Aino markedly differs 
from Japanese, there are 13 in which the 
identity between Japanese and Corean is 
absolute, whilst the solidarity of Mongol 
and Manchu with Japanese is almost as 
great. ‘The construction of Aino, we would 
‘Ada, exhibits littleif anything to suggest any 
connection with’ Chinese, aud therefore we 
are driven to the assumption that the lan- 
guage is probably akin to that of the 
Kuriles and Kanichadales, as indeed sume 
travellersin Kamchatka haveactually renmr- 
ked. Regarding the supposed identity of the 
whole body of pure Japanese words with 
those of a prehistoric Chineso stock, 
concerning which Mr. Scott's reviewor 
recently wrote that, “the principle of 
it was accepted,” it hus since transpired 
that, of the well-known nipponologue tri- 
umvirate, only one accepts it in part ; one 
not atall ; and the third in part, doubtfully, 
and under strict reserve. ‘This legitimate

one of the three with Aino, Indeed, Mr. 
Chamberlain himself points out that there 
isno known time at which Japan was not 
‘more or less under the shadow of Chinese 
influence. In Mr. Chamberlain's work 
there are a few words which, by accident, 
agree with words of sitnilar meaning in this 








or that language ; for instance 1, English 
“two,” Cor tu; kik, “to” strike,’ 
Cantonese kik; hufan ‘a village,” Tur- 


kish khotan: but these are mere acci- 
dents; and a close examination of the 
‘Aino Grammar reveals no more than 
‘a fow dozen Japanese modern words 
Which are manifestly imported from and 
not inherited with Japanese. Aino retains a 
considerable residue of inflection ; but Mr. 
Chamberlain very properly declines to sug- 
gest any Aryan connection for that reason 
alone, and well points out that infection 
is not a proved blessing, and belongs to 
Semitic as well as to Aryan tongues ; and 
that, besides, the Aryan languages are has. 
tening to get rid of the encumbrance, 
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With the exception of a few mythological 
stories, (of which Mir, Chamberlain gives 

specimens alongside with anslagous Japa. 
nese stories), and a few almost metreless 
songs, the Ainos have no literature at all. 
Mr. ‘Chamberlain therefore lays little 
stress ‘upon the value of Aino myths 
as indicators of race origin; and,  in- 
decd, hardly auy connection whatever 
between the two is disclosed. It is 
interesting to observe, howover, that, 
where the Ainos have ‘borrowed Chinese- 
Japanese words from Japanese, they seem 
tobave often adhered to the old Chinese 
sounds more closely than the Japanese 
have done, eg. (1) ratchakw, “ta ean- 
dle;” Japanese once rapehak, then ru 
haku, then rau, or rosuku'; Cantonese 
lapchuk: (2) Tunchi, ‘an interpreter ;" 
Japanese tsi@ji, Chinese tngshi; and it 
might be worth while to examine if the 
nasal, which Aino keeps and Southern 
Japanese drops, does not point to the same 
feature, c.g. Kumbi for, Kami, tanbako 
for tabitko, Kougane for Kogane.” The fact 
that the few non-geographieal Aino words 
retained in standard Japanese are chiefly 
names of plants aud animals, as rakko ‘a 
seal,” strengthen both positively and nega- 
tively the two suppositions that the 
Japanese drove the Ainos North, and bor- 
rowed their language only when necessary; 
thats, they only took from a despised race, 
at new places, that which they had not got 
themselves. ‘Mr. Chamberlain points out, 
notwithstanding, that the hypothesis has 
never yet beon proved that the Ainos once 
ocoupied the whole archipelago ; but, as the 
Emperor Jimmu is always represented (he 
adds) as advancing east, and as driving bar- 
barisns before him, the inference is that 
these barbarians were Ainos, 















What the Japanese have most often done 
with Aino names is this; they have cor- 
rupted the suund so as to give a Japanese 
meaning, (just as our seamen used to say 
“Sam Collinson,” and “John Tuck,” for 
“Sangkolinsin”” and “Tsung-tuk"); and 
then, at a later date, chosen lucky Chinese 
characters to replice the phonetic ones in 
earlier use. Hence Mr. Chamberlain shows, 
some of the most polished sounding pla 
names may often be Aino words in diszuise, 
or words of the aborigines (if any) who pre- 
veded them. And this is the more likely 
inasmuch as Aino words ave usually simple 
and reasonable: thus, tonani is more likely 
to be the Aino “stream from a lake” than 
tho Japanese ‘hares in a row,” [Bade]. 
Sonie words can at this day be proved by 
the surrounding sconery to have been thus 
corrupted; for instance, [I], “across the 
mountains,” (xt best not Chinese), Japanese 
‘yamakoshi, is proved to be the Aino yam 
kush-nai, ‘the stream of a chestnut burs,” 
because the burs still continue to come 
down the stream at fixed seasons. As Mr. 
Chamberlain suggests, Corean and Budd- 
hism may in many’ cases have affected 
the geographical nomenclature ; but none 
the less the list of Aino words he gives is 
well worth the attention of philologists, 
and it will indeed be interesting if the 
subject can be so followed up as to 
definitely “locate” the Ainos in the 
past. ‘The aimless and miserable raco is 
now fast dying out, and Mr. Chamberlain 
has done a good and charitable service in 
“photographing” theirspeech before they go. 
‘The statement quoted by Mr. Chamberlai 
about hairy men having been sent to China 
during the Trang dynasty is supported by 
the account of an event of about the year 
A.D. 477,--the reign Shéng-ming of the 
fist Sung dy The King of Wo 
State [Japan] his address, to the 
Chinese Court :—‘ From the time gone by, 
when my predecessors made war against 
the 55 states of hairy men in the east, 
and subdued 66 states of miscellaneous 
‘barbarians in the west, &e., &e.” The same 
history (Nan Shi) mentions “ugly black 
barbarians” 10,000 1 south-west of Japan. 
‘The Tung Tien (9th century) says: ‘*The 



















































‘Ainos are a small island state; they let 
their beards grow to a length of 4ft. 4in., 
and are excellent archers.” The words 
Hiai, or “shrimp barbarians,” i.e. Ainos, 
may possibly take the name from or give 
the name to the first syllable of the word 
Yesso, for in Japanese the word for 
“shrimp” is yebi, which is still seen in the 
Pekingese hsiamé. 

‘Of Mr. Batchelor's Grammar it would 
be presumptuous to say anything, except 
that it appears to be most carefully com- 
piled, and is soon to be followed by a 
Dictionary. We may remark, however 
that the ‘tendency noticed by hii in Aino 
to confound the “simple” s with the 
“combination” sh is common to China 
and Japan; but we must add that the 
sound written sk is a pure and simple 
letter, and no “combination” at all. 

In fine, this book is a complete, unique, 
and valuable work, and should be in the 
possession of every’ one who takes an in- 
terest in the “Yellow World,” be it bald 
or hairy. 

The present enlightened Japanese Gov- 
cornment deserves great credit for its liber- 
ality in encouraging humanitarian re- 
searches of this sort, and publishing the 
results of them in so thorough a manner. 




















FRENCH MAIL NEWS.

Tue chief political incident dealt with by 
the Saturday and Spectator is the Manifesto 
of the Count of Paris. Both papers sp 
unfavourably of it. The former says it is 
merely a reproduction of two articles which 
M. Hervé contributed to the Soleil, talks 
of itas a solemn screed, and asks when is 
the return of the Orleanists to happei 
Why, it answers, when universal suffrage 
sees the error of its ways and elects the 
Count king one fine morning. Then will 
Astrea return to earth, the Count will 
return to the rebuilt Tuileries, class hatred 
will cease, peace will reign, Germany will 
be pounded to atoms, und the Academy 
will consist: entirely ‘of the friends and 
relations of the Duc de Broglie. The 
Spectator takes a more sorinus view of the 
effect of the Count’s Manifesto. ‘The Re- 
public is to be overthrown by the action 
which the Count recommends to his friends, 
the Monarchy will succeed to power, the 
King will submit to a plebiscite, and the 
writer says :— 

Tt is useless to predict about France ; but 
we should say that the effect of this manifesto 
would be very eousiderable both in France 
and Europe, and that it would, to begin with, 
give a dangerous unity igour to the 
extremer sections of French Republicanism. 
The King announces that he means in the 
immediate future to overturn the Republic, 
and he has one-third of France openly on his 
side. All Republicans, therefore, will draw 
together to resist. the common foe} ani when 
they do that in France, it is the fanaties who 
come to the front and endeavour to make the 
vernment a ‘Government of combat.” 
France bafiles all calculations ; but we should 
‘expect more proscriptions, bitterer war on the 
Church, aud a greater readiness to accept any 
dictator who. professes himself devoted to the 

‘The work of conciliation has been 
undone ; the two great parties are formally 
opposed once more, with the very nature of 
the Constitution to fight about ; and French 
men are told that they must choose not this 
or that kind of Republic rezime, but between 
a Republic and a King. ‘Tlie Comte de Paris 
had need to be well convinced of the destruc 
tion coming on France Uefore he threw this 
bombshell among the parties, to shatter utter- 
ly all hope of combination. ‘How is it possible 
for sincere Monarchists to accept the Con- 
servative Republic, yet agree to this pro- 
gramme? Or how 'is it possible for. sincere 

-publicans to vote with the Monarchists who 
do accept it? The division has become radical 
once more ; and unless the electors utter an 
imperative command, tho immediate hope of 
a Conservative Republic, which only a month 
‘ago seemed very near, has gone to all the 
winds. The Legitimist King has told his 
followers that they are to be Monarchists, and 
not Republicans even for the day. 





































































To return to the Saturday. There isa 
good article on the Trades Union Congress 
in which the crude political opinions which 
received the sanction of the Unionists, and 
their appetite for legislation in favour of 
their own class—as in the condemnation by 
unanimous vote of one branch of female 
employment, chain-making, their neglect of 
obvious economic contingencies as shown 
in their treatment of the question of 
domestic and foreign competition. ‘There 
is much truth in the following strictures 
on the demand for shorter hours of 
labour and other advantages to the British 
working man : 

For similar reasons the Congress denounced 
the anomalous sugar bounties, which are im 
posed in defiance of economy and common 
sense for the sole benefit of the capitalists and 
workmen who are employed in the business of 
of sugar-refining. It would be interesting te 
hear the comments of a French or German 
delegate to an International Congress, if, it 
were proposed to transfer a considerable in- 
dustry from the Continent for the exclusive 
advantage of his English colleagues and their 
employers. Although the leaders of the 
‘Trades-Unions may not fully understand the 
tendency of their doctrine and practice, they 
will inevitably find themselver, if they sticceed 
in their present agitation, committed to the 
system of protective duties, Eight hours’ 
work at high wages cannot compete on equal 
terms with’ sixteen or with twelve hours paid 
ata lower rate. The balance can only be re- 
Aressed by the concession of a monopoly to 
English workmen, In almost every other part 
of the world protection to native industry hus 
become an article of the democratic creed. 
Free-trade would probably not have been esta: 
Diished in England if the class which was forty 
years ago chiefly interested in maintainia, 
protective duties had not been small an 
privileged minority. When the Corndaws 
and the Navigation-laws were repealed, Eng: 
lish producers had little to fear from the eom- 
petition of other industrial communities, As- 
sociations of workmen will probably soon 
undertake an agitation for the reversal of 
Free-trade policy. 

‘The satirical articles on the parliamentary 
work of last session, and“ Comparative 
Popularity” are worth reading, and from 
another entitled “There let him lay,” we 
extract this sharp bit of writing on a recent 
address delivered by Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
before a Glasgow audience 

‘This philosophic attitude, too, is perhaps 
the best to assume to persons like Citizen 
Carnegie, who a night or two ago seems to 
have hurangued certain Glasgow Ganders (all 
London Correspondents are requested to 
observe that this is not a pice of rudeness, 
but a reference to the recondite work called 
the Noctes Ambrosiaue) by the space of many 
hours, to judge from the length of the report 
in the Scottish Leader. Unphitosophical per- 
sons might get angry at the iden of this atdi- 

£ Scotchmen listening to a renegade Scot 
in such elegant jests about the 
cotland as thi We inake our 
King every four years, and we have nothing to 
lo with his mother and his cousins and his 
sisters and his aunts.” How much better to 
let him lay ; or (as the Western Morning News 
reminds us it should be) lie. No doubt the 
Citizen presumed rather far upon the forbear: 
ance even of a Glasgow Gander, in makeing and 
repeating three times this little joke. For 
there must have been some Gluswegians pre- 
sent who must have thought “Yes, you do 
make your king every four years, and every 
four years you have to pay, if not a set of 
mothers and aunts, a fresh set of office-seekers 
who do their work worse and cost more money 
than in any nation of the world.” But the 
Citizen didn’t trouble himself about this, and 
when, at the end of the debate, a nasty- 
minded person asked him awkward questions, 
he just didn’t answer them either, It must 
have been good, too, to hear the Citizen say 
that ‘Ulster was really too trifling for an 
American Home Ruler to talk about among 
statesmen.” Foi de Saturday Review, this 
is textual. Of course Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
may talk about what he likes ‘amon; 
statesmen,” if any stateamen keep sucl 
bad company. But Ulster too trifling 











































for an American Home Ruler to 
about! Waal, Citizen, that is tall talk, that 
is. The population of Ulster, Citizen, was a 
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million and three-quarters in 1881, and the 
average population of o State, District, or 
Teritory of the great, gloriows, and mich- 
cracked up (once nearly burst-up) Union was 
just over a million at the same date. Yes, 
Citizen, it was that, according to Whitaker's 
‘Aimanack. Yet, again, if some intelligent 
fowl were among the Ganders, it must have 
een (for him) good to hear the Citizen dilate 
upon the excellence of the administration of 
justice in the United States, and then a mom- 
ing or two later to read in the paper that 
"ine satisfaction is felt througliout the 
United States at the decision of the Supreme 
Court that the Chicago anarchists shall be 
hanged.” Here, indeed, the Citizen does not 
heat the brunt of the fim alone. Not onl 
renegades from foreign countries, but nati 
dorn Americans, are a little too fond of givin, 
Englishmen good advice as to what we shal 
do with our * Chicago anarchists. We are to 
let them alone, it seems, or to hand over 
Treland to them, or to admit a joint Cabinet 
composed of them and of English Gladstonians 
to the control of the affairs of Great Britain. 
But when it comes to the home product of the 
same kind, America (and very sensibly) hangs 
them amid general satisfaction. If the pre- 
cious Manchester martyrs (who have lately 
deen fished up again for veneration) had at- 
tempted their noble act in New York instead 
‘of Manchester, the only difference, as Citizen 
Carnegie knows very well, would have been 
that the whole five would have beon hanged 
instead of only three. And some may have 
thought what would have been the probable 
reception of an Englishman who should go to 
‘America, and in public lecture insult. the 
President, cry down the American Constitu- 
tion, and kindly advise his hearers that they 
really ought to have let Molly Maguire alone. 
To do New York justice, we don't t 
fact of the Englishnan having gi 
divty dollars to public institutions would have 
saved his skin. But the Scotch are a mag- 
nanimous people, they are, or else extremely 
thankful for the money which the Citizen 
Camegie made out of Pittsburg mines and 
miners, So they let him alone. And we, too, 
we shail let him alone with this brief notice 
of his works avd ways. "He apparently knows 
his ex-countrymen and has bought Yeave to 
talk his nonsense. There let him lay.” 
In a severe criticism on Miss Mary Ander- 
son's production of * A Winter's Tale” the 
Saturday says she has again done what in 
her lay to bring Shakespeare into disrepute, 
this is of course not her intention, it is 
only the inevitable result of her ill-advised 
experiment, ‘The audience never get a 
glimpse of the real Hermione and the 
elaborately modulated utterance of the 
speeches, particularly in the trial scene, 
with all the long and totally meaningless 
pauses and artifices, can have no other 
effect than that of irritating the lover and 
student of Shakespeare. Her Perdita is 
better than her Hermione, because the 
emotions to be displayed are’slighter. ‘The 
Saturday has in no wise changed its opinion 
of Miss Anderson since she played Juliet. 
‘The Spectator has an article on Mr. Bal- 
four, the Chief Secretary for Ireland, who, 
in its opinion, has assumed a place in the 
front rank of English politicians. At the 
beginning of January he was still only a 
man of promise,—an unknown quantity. 
Now the dilettante metaphysician turned 
statesman is admitted by his bitterest foes 
to be a person who must in the future 
be reckoned with in all political cal- 
culations. His most remarkable quality 
appears to be imperturbable self-posses- 
sion. His total want of sensitiveness 
has given him an extraordinary advantage 
when dealing with the Parnellites ; he is as 
unemotional, as Mr. Parnell. ‘Those who 
interest ‘themselves in guns and powder 
should read the Spectator's account of a 
Russian invention, a form of gunpowder 
Which has been named Sleetover. If all 
that is rumoured about it is true, this new 
explosive will do away for ever with the 
chance of success always possessed before 
by a population determined to defend its 
open country, its hills and forests, against 
invasion, even when confronted with a 
superior force. Sleetover only acts in one 
direction—forwards, there is therefore no 









































necessity to make cannon of former strength, 
to resist the explosion of the charge. ‘The 
new powder has been fired out of cardboard 
tubes with complete success, Solid, heavy 
artillery will be done away with if Sleetover 
succeeds. Anarticleon “Indian Abstemious- 
ness” starts from a paradoxical remark of a 
London paper—that the main difficulty in 
the way of improving the condition of work- 
women iu the East End of London, arises 
from one of their virtues. They are so 
steadily and rigidly abstemious, their week- 
ly outlay is the smallest compatible with 

ng at all, that they can live on wages on 
which men would starve. If these women 
had more wants, they would, in the end 
have more money, and emancipate them- 
selves from the sweaters. The writer shows 
that the bulk of the Indian people live in 
the same conditions of poverty or at all 
events of abstemiousness ; his illustrations 
are ingenious and he concludes :— 

‘There are signs, for instance, we are told, 
as yet faint, that native abstemiousness and 
thrift may yield to one strong temptation now 
pressing very closely upon them. They all 
like tea, and may by degrees, nglish 
sempstresses, like it enough to crave it, though 
its consumption—now confined to medicine— 
would greatly disturb the economy of their 
Nouscholds. “If that ever happened, Indian 
Chancellors of the Exchequer would jump for 
joy, andl we feel by no means sure that the 
Wealth of the people would not be greater. 
‘Tea is as much pure waste, except in the 
pleasure it gives, as alcohol, perhaps it is even 
more so ; but then, the desire for tea produces 
the energy necessary to obtain it, and so far 
as appears, the countervailing consequence of 
abstemiousness is deficient energy. 

Does the desire for or the consumption 
of ten in China inerease the energy of her 
people ?

THE ENGLISH MAIL-PAPERS, 
‘Tue Spectator has a lon 
article on aletterfrom Mr. 
the Irish police. It begins by saying that 
it threatens to be a misfortune for the Eng- 
lish people that they have enthroned the 
democracy in power before they themselves 
have been penetrated with the democratic 
idea, which is just another way of acknow 
ledging that England, with a democratic 
franchise is not democratic. ‘The Spectator 
gocs on to say that it is of the essence of 
the democratic idea that the people form 

that the ultimate right of 
‘ereignty, which must always exist some- 
where, is deposited in the community ; 
and that, consequently, all officials are 
the agents of the people. ‘That is not 
only self-ovident, but it is acknowledged 
both in France’ and America, the only 
two States of any size that are as yet 
consciously democratic. But it is not the 
idea of Mr. Labouchere and the new demo- 
cratic party in England, for that mischief 
making Member of Parliament who wrote 
to the Secretary of the National League— 
“if a policeman seeks to force his way 
through an, orderly necting, he is a dis 
turber of the public peace; he may and 
ought to be resisted. If he strikes a blow 
that blow ought to be returned, in order 
to prevent his striking another. If he 
seeks to take a life. any one who is 
in danger may defend himself by taking 
the life of the policeman.” On this the 
Spectator remarks :—

‘To the 
General lie says,—Prepare carefully, find out 
the weak point ; having found it never, hesit- 
ate, but “rush at it like a wild boar,” He 
believes he can revive the furia Francese, 0 
famous phrase originally npplid to the dash: 
ing French cavalry; and he gives his word 
that “no troops in the world can withstand 
a French fores hurling itself recklesly, for 
ward,” a patriotic and proper, but doubtful 
assortion, since it hus een so often refuted 
on the field of battle.

The young men will like the 
General's talk, because it glorifies dash and 
bravery ; but all the same they will do well to 
study Tarenne and Napoleon ; they are sure 
to be more or less deep in the histories of that 
soldier who does not contemn science, Von 
Moltke. Perhaps General Boulanger’s out- 
dburst may in some degree be traced to the 
fact that his successor at the War Office is an 
Engineer.

lity, was Cavour. ‘Thus :— 

In sending the Sardinian contingent to the 
Crimea, and in foreing the French Emperor to 
declare’ war against Austria, Cavour piaced 
himself on a level with Bismarck in states- 
manlike originality. He, perhaps, received 
still more effective assistance from the Sove- 
reign whom he served. The Emperor William 
has with loyal tenacity supported his great 
Minister throughout his arduons career ; but, 
though heis a brave soldier and a sound judge 











of the qualities of his Ministers, he has not 
generally received credit for statesmanlike 
genius. Victor Emmanuel was a more astute 
politician than the Emperor William, and 
there are those who hold that his contribution 
to the success of the national enterprise was 
equal toCavour’s. Ifa future Plutarch should 
search the annals of the present age for his- 
torical parallels, he will assuredly select the 
two great representatives of Germany and of 
Italy. They had famous contemporaries in Peel 
and Palmerston, Guizot and ‘Thiers ; but Eng- 
land was a constitutional State administered 
inaccordance with old traditions, and the sue- 
cessive revolutions of France were accom. 
plished, in spite of the repugnance of states- 
men, by adventurers and mobs, Both Cavour 
and Bismarck began their careers with pro- 
found dissatisfaction at the condition of affairs, 
and both achieved in substance the changes 
which they had deliberately contemplated 
beforehand. Prince Bismarek has been more 
fortunate than Cavour in living to direct the 
domestic and foreign policy of the Empire 
which he created. In deciding questions of 
secondary importance he is by no means i 
fallible. " His economical and socialistic legis- 
lation is for the most part unsound : but even 
those of his countrymen who discern the 
fallacies which mislead his judgment would 
deeply regret his retirement,” Ifhe had done 
nothing with the exception of preserving the 
eace for sixteen or seventeen years, he would 
have done good service to Germany and to 
Europe.

‘This capital of Shantung is fated to 
exciting events, as well as the ports on the 
cvast. Diplomacy occurs even here, though 
Consuls and august Ministers of State ap- 
pear with no array of glory. And humble 
missionaries are trying to hold the fort and 
save a battle, and ‘settle forever the rights 
of Christians and foreigners. Protestants 
and Roman Catholics all to the front. 
Bang! Bang! The conflict rages. Let the 
militia report. 

‘The disturbances at the city of Yen-chow- 
fu, which were reported to the officials 
last year by an American Presbyterian, 
and this autumn by an English Baptist 
and a Catholic Bishop, are not only the 
source of much anxiety to the said parties, but 
to the hard-worked Governor. laren nse 
to the representations made, the officials 
at Yen-chow-fu have seized a few of the 
scholars while the leaders are in hi 
‘The Tao-t'ai, here, finding the difticulti 
great, telegraphed to the Governor, then 
absent on the Yellow River. The Governor 
returned last week. Taking the matter 
into consideration, he has appointed two 
Deputies of different ranks, to go at once 
to Yen-chow-fu, enquire, examine, and 
manage, The foreigners meanwhile are 
counselled to stay away, until the questions 
are all satisfactorily settled. To one of the 
American missionaries, a Deputy said, “You 
wait till the trouble withthe Roman Catholics 
about property has passed ; then you can 
yo in peace, It may be one or two years.” 

‘The property question in Chi-nan-fu itself 
has taken anotiter phase. At the outeet 
some six weeks ago, the gentry promised to 
have nothing to do with the speculations of 
the foreigner, and all seemed peaceful. 
‘Then it was learned that the laudlord was 
held in confinement by the District Ma- 
gistrate. The deed furthermore was not 
yet stamped, and no word had been 
received direct from the officials. The 
missionary managing the case, therefore 
‘wont to call on the Magistrate to see why 
the deed was not yet stamped. ‘The reply 
was, that as soon as the property, was 
really turned over to the foreigner and 
the money to the landlord, the deed would 
be stamped. But the question remainad 
how could the landlord urge his tenants to 
quit the property, so long as he was in the 
lock-up. The official said he was not in 

































lock-up, only summoned to be examined 
about the property. However since then, 
the landlord still is looked after by the 


underlings, provides opiuin for them, and 
now and then has a little recess to go home. 
‘The tenants furthermore have been told 
dy the gentry that they need not leave the 
property, and need not fear the foreigner. 
ere ended the first lesson. : 
‘Yesterday the American missionary was 
invited to cume at once to the Magistrate's 
yamén, There was present besides the Ma- 
gistrate the twodeputies specially appointed 
to manage the case.

DEATH OF LIC LAE: 

October 20th.—(1) In a 
morial the Viceroy ‘Fseng Kuo-ch'tian nar, 
rates with much minuteness the exploits of 
a distinguished officer named Liu Tien- 
chieh, who has just died, He tells how 
the deceased general, though a man of birth 
and education, joined the army as 2 com- 
mon soldier soon after the beginning of the 
Taiping Rebellion, at the moment when 
the whole valley of the Yangtze from Han- 
kow to Nanking was lost to the Emperor. 
From the very first he drew attention to 
himself by his intelligence and intrepidity, 
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At the siege of Wuchang he was dashed 
senseless from a scaling ladder, but after- 
wards came to himself again. He was soon 
romoted, and Tseng Kuo-fan, who thought 
jim too good to bea military man, obtained 
his transfer into the civil service, but still 
made use of him to command troops. A 
hundred fierce combats fought for the reco- 
very of Kiangsi and Anhui brought him 
rapid promotion, and his exploits in the 
siege and capture of Ganking won for him 
a Taotaiship and the coveted title of Baturn, 
In 1861 he joined the Memorialist, who was 
vommencing the siege of Nanking. The 
arrival of the huge bodies of T'aipings from 
Soochow and Hangchow reduced the besie- 
gers to great straits. They were hemmed 
in in their turn, and were short of prov

Liu Lien-chieh held to his post, till after 
twenty-two days P‘eng Yit-lin’s brother 
came ‘to the resene, and getting the rebels 
between their two forces, they utterly 
crushed them, His next exploit was to 
pass a river in the night at the head of x 
forlorn hope of a hundred men. 
crossed the water in wooden tubs, which 
they upset on landing, so that retreat 
might be impossible, and at early drawn 
they rushed into ‘the enemy's camp. 
Soon came the investment of Nanking hy 
the combined Imperialist forces. “Liu 
Lien-chieh, who had now received the 
gift of a yellow riding jacket, was always 
in the thickest of the fight, standing like 
a rock among his men and bespattered 
with the blood of those who fell around 
him. For seven days and nights he re- 
dat his post exposed to the fire 
ral hundred foreign mortars, which 
foreigners had been hired to aim. | When 
at last the mine beneath the walls had 
oxploded, he entered immediately at 
the breach, and with hard fighting 
secured the gates, which allowed the 
admittance of the rest of the army. He 
niterwards marched through Kiangsi into 
Kuangtung, and not a single person along 
the line of march suffered by the passage of 
his troops. Peace now being restored, he 
retired to his home in the country, with 
the rank of Provineial Treasurer and a 
button of the first class, In 1 the 
‘Memorialist, being Governor of Shansi, sent 
for him to take command of the troops out 
side the Great Wall; and there he com- 
posed a book on tactics, with which he 
instructed his army. In 1880 he was placed 
in command at Shan-hai-kuan, and next 
yoar he retired again. In 1884, he was 
called out once more and given charge of 
the defences from Chinkiang to Kiang-yin, 
‘He had just completed the construction of 
a fort mounted with eight hundred pound-

LOW RIVER, 

October A Memorial from 
Chéng-fu reporting the circumstances 
under which the breach in the Yellow 
River at Chéng Chou in Honan recently 
occurred. In the Shang-nan department 
on the southern bank of the river the water 
sweeps round a bend and dashes with its 
full force upon the tenth division of the 
district under the care of the lower guard- 
house in Chéng Chou. ‘The banks here 
were of loose sand, and although they had 
been secured by fascines, it was feared that 
they might be unable to withstand the 
furious onset of the current, and the autho- 
rities were directed to work night and day 
regardless of the weather in strengthening 
them by piling up bricks, stones, and other 
nuterials. In the more important places 
buttresses were erected to support the 
dykes, and the position seemed fairly secure, 
‘when all at once, early in the inorning of 
the 30th September, the embankment gave 
way at a place where no works existed, 
and an overflow of water ensued. An at- 
tempt was made to stop the breach with 
felt, refuse cotton and iron pans, but before 
it succeeded, another opening was made 
further up. ‘The embankments, though 
tolerably strong and broad, suddenly col- 
lapsed ove after the other, ‘and the waves 
fan qnountains high over the top of them. 
‘The breach extended for 30 ur 40 chang, but 
fortunately the main body of the water con- 
tinued to flow in the channel of the river 
and was not diverted from its proper 
course. ‘The sudden nature of the occur- 
rence and the tempestuous violence of the 
wind and waves rendered human effort of 
little avail, but still improper management 
is undoubtedly respousible for what has 
happened and there is no excuse to be 
offered. It is, therefore, asked that the 
‘Major of the Shang-nan battalion, the As- 
sistant Department Magistrate of Chéng 
Chou and the Lieutenant and Sergeant of 
the guard station below Cheng Chou should 
all be degraded, and await such further 
treatment as many be decided upon after 
the breach shall have been closed. Li 
Chéng-jung, the Intendant of the K‘ai Kuei 
Circuit, should also, it is suggested, be 
handed over to the ‘board for the deter- 
mination of a penalty. Memorialist himself 
has been the recipient of unbounded favours, 
and had hoped to be able to report from year 
to year the safety of the river over which he 
exercises special control. For his failure to 

































do so, he would ask that he should be com- 
mitted to the Board for the award of fitting 
punishment. The people in the immediate 
vicinity of the place where the breach oceur- 
red had warning of the danger and had time 
to remove to higher ground before any loss 
of life was sustained. Steps will be taken to. 
ascertain the amount of damage done in the 
more distant districts visited by the floods, 
and relief will be administered on a suitable 
scale by the Memorialist and the Director- 
General of the river. As the current was 
still running with great force, fears were 
entertained for the safety of the works 
on the north and south banks of the 
river, as also for those on the third and 
fourth sections of the central stream ; but 
every effort has been made to maintain 
their stability. Both ends of the breach 
have been firmly secured so as to prevent 
its being widened by further collapses. As 
soon as the waters subside and revert to 
their proper channel, Memorialist's whole 
energies will be devoted to finding ways 
and means of stopping the breach, and 80 
atoning to some extent for past short- 
comings. 

(2) The Governor of Honan forwards a 
report on the same subject. He states that 
there had been a large accumulation of 
water during the autumn in the River Chin 
and the Huang-ho, and that the volume 
was still further swollen by the incessant 
rain which prevailed for some ten days 
preceding the event. Both bunks of the 

ellow River appeared to be in imminont 
dauger, and the upper and middle stations 
on the south bank were especially conside- 
red te be in a very critical condition. 
Though every effort had been, made to 
ensure the stability of this portion of the 
work, yet a great change was noticed in 
the state of the river on the 24th September. 
All along the river, from the eighth to the 
tenth section of the lower division of Chéng 
Chou, the embankments were swept down 
and the fascines eartied away by the foreo 
of the current. On the 25th and 26th 
September the havoc was continued, and 
the embankments collapsed in over forty 
places. ‘The danger being extreme, tho 
director general fastened to the scene 
and worked day and night with all his 
available staft, Memorialist also sent. to 
his assistance a force of 1,000 men under 
the commander-in-chief, and a body of 140 
under other officers. In spite, however, of 
all these exertions, early in the morning 
of the 30th September a letter came from 
the Director-General stating that only a 
slender line of embankment remained to 
withstand the whole force of the currant, 
and that repairs were no suoner made than 
they were washed away. On receipt of 
this terrible intelligence, Mem list start. 
ed at once for the scene of danger, attend- 
ed by a very small escort, and on the way 
ho received notes from the Tuotai Li Chéng- 
jung. informing him that on the night of the 
29th September a breach had been made 
at the tenth section of the lower station in 
Chéng Chou, He pressed on quickly, and 
on the Ist of October he visited the’ scene 
of the disaster in the stay the 


















Director-General. The main body of the 
water was not entirely diverted from the 
bed of the river, but the breach was gradu- 
ally widening, and there was no immediate 
prospect of closing it. Steps were, however, 

cing taken to have the two ends of it 
firmly secured so as to prevent further col- 
lapses. Officers were at the same time sent. 
to ascertain the source of the current, and 
as soon as the waters have subsided a little, 
immediate action suited to the circum: 
stances of the case will be taken to have 
the opening filled up. ‘The affair occurred 
during the night, and though the people in 
the vicinity of the embankment made their 
escape, it is feared that there may be no 
inconsiderable loss of life in the more distant 
districts visited by the floods. Rafts are being 
constructed and boats hired to carry food, 
clothing, and matting for the relief of the 
sufferers, The Memorialist is afraid that the 
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disaster may cause some popular excite- 
ment, and he thinks it advisable that he 
should go back at once to the provincial 
capital to guard against such a contingency. 
Though he has only recently taken up his 
post, "Memorialist considers that he has 
failed in his duty as guardian of the river, 
and he asks that he may be handed over 
to the buard for the determination of a 
penalty.-—Authograph Reseript: We have 
attentively perused the foregoing, and We 
command thiat action be taken, in comp! 
ance with our previous Decree, for ascer- 
taining the extent of country that has been 
flooded and furnishing us with a report on 
the subject. Let meusures be at the same 
time taken for the relief of the sutterers, 
and let the Memorialist and Chéng-fu i 
atantly devise means for stopping the breach.

MURDER OF SIX PERSONS. 





(2) Wang Shang-té was a native of the 
Chiang-tu dis Kiangsu. On the 
death of his father his mother again married 





a man named P'an Wén-li, by whom she 
hada son, P‘an Chih-lin, Before his death 
Pan Wén-li divided his little farm of 2 
amu equally between his son and his ste 

son, and expressed a wish that they should 
live together in the three mud huts which 
formed the farm-howse. Some time after- 
wards P‘an Chih-lin went away from home 
to engage in trade, and was absent for a 
long time. He left behind « young girl 
whom he was rearing to be his future wife, 
and during his absence she was sold and 
betrothed to another by Wang Shang-té. 
On his return he taxed Wang with having 
wronged him, but the only satisfaction he 
received was bitter abuse and denial of the 
act. Having mortgaged his share of the farm 
for $3, he went away again and enlisted. 
During his absence Wang Shang-té redeom- 
ed the property and let it to a tenant, 
P'an Chih-lin's regiment having been paid 






































off towards the end of last year, Le returned | 


home to find Wang Shang-té in enjoyment 
of his property. Having no support of his 
own he settled down in the old place, and 
lived with Wang and his wife. The latter 
having objected to this arrangement, he 
demanded back possession of his share of 
the farm, as also a refund of the rent which 
had accrued during his absence. Some 
friends tried to arrange matters between 
the brothers, but Wang Shang-té was un- 
yielding, said that P'an was not his full 
brother, and threatened to drive him away 
altogether. Exasperated by the fraudulent 

















sale of the girl he had hoped to make his 
wife, by the loss of his property and the 
threatened eviction, P‘an determined to 
have his brother's life. To effect his pur- 
pose he made use of a knife which he was 
in the habit of carrying as a weapon of pro- 
tection during his career as a soldier. 
Taking Wang Shang-té in an unguarded 
moment one dark night, he stabbed him to 
death in his own compound. The wife of 
the deceased, who came to her husband's 
rescue, met with the same fate. Three 
children of the deceased couple and a baby 
they were rearing for a foundling establish- 
ment were all sound asleep in the house, 
and to complete his revenge, P‘an re- 
solved to burn down the building. Col- 
lecting some bundles of straw, he poured 
kerosene oil over them and set fire to the 

ace. There happened to be a wind 

lowing at the moment and the house and 
its inmates were soon consumed. The law 
is that the murderer of three or more 
persons in one family is to suffer death by 
the slow process, and that the seutence 
is to be carried out immediately after the 
trial, _Chiang-tu, the place of the commis- 
sion of the crime, being more than 300 li 
from the provincial capital, the criminal has 
been beheaded in the latter place and his 
head sent back for exposure in the usual 
way.

‘The Shensi criminals are drawn from two 
sources. One is composed of disbanded 
soldiers and Mohammedan settlersin Kansu, 
who are generally mounted and armed, and 
make their escape to a distance the moment, 
they have secured their plunder. The other 
gail by far the largest claus of. criviluels 
is recruited from strangers settled as 
farmers in the neighbouring provinces, or 
tramps in the province itself. These 
no horse and no abiding place, and 
it is impossible that they could carry on 
such operations as kidnapping wonen and 
children without the support of a con- 
federacy of accessories. Crime has become 
much more dificult to discover, and this is 
explained by the fact that the criminals 
have spies and confederates, who not only 
procure them all the necessary information 
about their intended victims, but who har- 
bour them after the commission of the act, 
realise the plunder, and get a share of the 
proceeds. The traflic in women is carried * 
on by gangs of men who have their agen- 
cies in secluded places or in underground 
houses, where their victims are detained 
for a suflicient time to allow the crime to 
De forgotten, when they are either sold or 
made to administer to base and mercenary 
purposes. The principals and the accesso- 
ries in crimes of this sort form a close and 
united confederacy, and the difference in 
their gnilt is rather one of kind than of 
degree. Under the ordinary law aecesso- 
ries in cases of brigandage suffer decapita- 
tion if they have shared in the plunder, 
though they may not have participated 
in the act. Decapitation is also the 
punishment for enticing away women and 
iris and selling them forimmoral purposes. 

y recent enactments applicable to Hupei, 
Shansi, and other provinces, summary 
execution has been sanctioned in the case 
of accessories equally with that of principals 
in such crimes, and it is now requested 
that the same procedure may be adopted 
in Shensi for a few years until this class of 
criminals is extirpated, when the old usage 
be reverted Referred to the 
consideration of the Board of Punishments. 

DISAPPEARANCE OF A MILITARY OFFICER. 

CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT. 

October 26th.—The Acting Governor of 
Kiangsi reports the following case: The 
battalion of troops stationed at Hu K‘ou 
under the command of Major Hei Ying- 
t‘ai had a complement of 317 officers and 
men. A report having reached the acting 
governor that the full number was not 
maintained, he sent an agent to make an 
unexpected inspection of the force and 
found that it was 53 men. short. Of those, 
too, who did present themselves » .con- 
siderable number wore no uniform, and it 
is more than probable that they were out- 
siders engaged merely to put in an. appear- 
ance on the occasion, ‘The major’s ex- 
planation of the deficiency was that some 
were on leave of absence, and that a body 
of 20 men was stationed on the opposite 
side of the river. 

The latter statement was proved to be 
untrue. The major was immediately super- 
seded and ordered to proceed to the pro- 
vincial capital for examination. On arrival 
at his post his successor found that the 
major had decamped, and that the seal of 
office, muster-roll, ete., were in charge of 
subaltern officers. The latter said that he 
had gone to consult a doctor, but no ‘trace 
of his whereabouts has been discovered. 
‘The acting governor expatiates on the con- 
sequences which might have resulted from 
such reckless desertion of so important a 
post, and asks that the offender may be 
permanently dismissed the service. Com- 
munications are to be sent to all the pro- 
vincial authorities requesting their co-opera- 
tion in securing the arrest and punishment 
of the missing officer.

Fresr Day, 
Thursday, drd November, 1887. 

‘The weather’ to-day was all that could 
be wished fur the autumn meeting. ‘There 
were clouds cnough to screen the sun, and 
a light wind from the south of east blew 
pleasantly, and was not enough to interfere 
with the ponies’ times. Round the Course 
the trees in the plutations adjoining Mo- 
hawk Loge are putting on their autamn 
tints, and they madea pretty variegated frame 
to the picture of green turf with its white 
rails, and as the day wore on the Chinamen 
three and four deep lined every open 

pace, and their roar followed the ponies 
they galloped. The mildness of the 
weather brought up an unusually large 
number of ladies to the Grand Stand, and 
if they did not all have on new frocks for 
the occasion, there was variety enough to 
make the lawns in the intervals between 
the races very charming to the appreciative 
eye. The clerk of the Course must be 
congratulated on the state of the turf which 
had been sutticiently softened by the recent 
rain, and it is needless to say that all the 
arrangements for which the stewards and 
the veteran secretary are responsible went 
like clockwork. ‘There were an unusual 
number of false starts in three of the races, 
which made it rather late when the Hack 
Stakes was run, but, as far as we heard 
they did not lead to'any complaints, and 
there was nothing to mar the general 
harmony, to which the Town Band, under 
M. Vela’s direction, contributed largely. 
The first race was ‘a moral for Dunkeld, 
whose success was never in doubt, and the 
excellent time, 59 seconds, shewed that the 
Course was in good order.’ In the Criterion 
the three placed ponies cane in so close 
together, there being not more than a short 
head between the three of them, that, it 
was impossible for any one but the Judj 
to give tho ordor in which they finished. 
The time for the race was decidedly slow, 
but they raced so hard for the first halt 
mile, that they all fell off together in the 
second. ‘The Maidens was the easiest of 
wins for the favourite Luh-de-dah. He 
squandered his field and romped in as he 
pleased, and if any pony had made him 
gallop, he could have knocked off another 
second and beaten the record ; as it is his 
time, 1m. 39s., has only twice been equalled, 
by First Clarionet and Rose in 1880 and 
1881, and has never been beaten After the 
usualinterval for tiftin, theexcellent déjeuner 
provided at the Grand Stand being well 
attended, Tivya came out again to win the 
Club Cup, but Tycvon was a little too good 
for him ; it was an excellent finish between 
the two, which is not very often seen in a 
two-mile race. The leviathan stable s 
ceeded in getting first and third place in 
the Jockey Cup, Encounter going off with 
a tremendous lead, and never being caught. 
Inthe Pagoda Cup Lah-de-dah being kept in 
to prevent his accumulating penalties for 
the St. Leger, Mr. Ring scored his first win 
with Chippendale, Herald being second, and 
Mr. Ring’s Hirao third. ‘The Racing 
Stakes was an excellent race. Suseroind 
went off with the lead, and in the back 
straight was a long way ahead of his field ; 
Harbinger caught him at the Widow's 
Monument, and they raced together to the 
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turn in, till it looked like Harbinger’s race 
all over; but Susercind came again when 
called upon, and took his second race in 
the day, amid general satisfaction. ‘There 
were so many false starts, the, jockeys 
breaking away sometimes apparently for the 
-amusement of the spectators at the rails, in 
the Hack Stakes, that, it was nearly dark 
when the word “go” was given and the 
success of the pretty little black, “Magpi 
was inost popular.

‘There was also great cheering, in which 
the voices of Lung Fei were very 
minant, at the victory of Mr. Godolphin's 
Bullion in the Llama Miau Stakes, the 
time being 1 of a second better than for 
the China Cup. Out of the hundred and 
five entered, a round dozen came out to 
run for the Shanghai Stakes, with Swsewind, 
the winner of the Criterion and the Racing 
Stakes on the first day, as first favourite. 
Snseirind’s jock seemed to have determined 
to follow Luh-de-dah’s tactics, take the lead 
and keep it, for he went off from the start 
and was never headed. Tioya and Wild 
Dash were having a ‘race of their own 
behind him, and when Tioga had succeeded 
in cutting down the old Dash, he had not 
enough in him to enable him to catch 
Susercind. He had ran another mile-2n 
half race within the hour, but came in 
from that so full of go, that his owner 
determined that he was quite fit to have 
another try, and in the two days he is 
credited with three seconds and a third. 
Oriole was led in dead lame by his owner 
and rider. The time was a minute better 
than the Sycee Stakes. In the Mongol Cup 
Bazagran won another race for Mr. Ring 
who was again heartily cheered, Free Lance 
adding another second to his score. There 
were fewer false starts to-day, and the 
races were accordingly over in better time. 

We have said nothing about the band 
and the tiffin and the stewards, and the 
starters, because they were all well up to 
the mark.

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RULES FOR THE LAND AND WATER COM- 
‘MERCE BETWEEN THE TRADING POPU- 
LATIONS OF CHINA AND COREA. 

Corea has long been one of our vassal 
states, and in all that concerns rites and 
observances there are already fixed pre- 
scriptions which require no change. Now, 
however, as the different countries have 
opened trade with her by sea, it of course 
follows that tho previously existing coast 
restrictions should be relaxed in order that 
the trading populations of both states may 
be in a position to trade with each other 
and alike share in the benetits thereof. The 
laws regulating the frontier fairs should 
also be modified so as to suit the times. It 
is understood, however, that the present 
rules for land and water commerce now 

drawn up are to be viewed in the light of a 

favour granted by China to a dependent 

state, and are not in the category of favour- 
ed nation treatment applied to other states. 

‘The clauses accordingly are as follows 

1.—In future the Superintendent of 

‘Trade for the Northern Ports will detach a 

deputy for mercantile affairs to proceed to 

gut vista ja the Gossett ports now opened 
for the special purpose of attending to the 
mercantile affairs of his countrymen. This 
deputy shall move on an equal footing in 
all his relations with the Corean authorities 
and be treated with every courtesy. In 
case any very important matters should 
transpire which it is not desirable for such 
deputy to take upon himself to settle in 
conjunction with the Corean authorities, 
he shall officially request the Superintend- 
ent of Trade for the Northern ports to ad- 
dress the King of Corea with a view to 
instructions being given to his Government 
to take appropriate steps. |The King of 

Corea on his part will send an ofticer of 

rank to reside at Tieutsin, and will also 

detach other officers to the ports of China 
now opened, to act in the capacity of deput; 

for mercantile affairs, Such ofticers wil 

be treated on an equal footing in their rela- 
tions with such local authorities as Taotais, 
prefects, and city magistrates. Should 
cases of doubt or difficulty occur these 
officers. may apply officially through the 
oficer of rank stationed at ‘Tientsin for the 

Aecision of the Superintendent of the Nor- 

thern or Southern ports as the case maj 

be. The commercial deputies of bot! 

states shall defray all their own expenses 
and are not authorised to exact supplies or 
aids for their private use. Should any 
such officer disclose waywardness, master- 
fulness, or improper conduct of public busi- 
ness, the Superintendent of Trade for the 

Northern ports and the King of Corea 

respectively will notify each other of the 

fact and at once recall him. 

2.—Should any Chinese traders at tho 

n ports have complaints to lod: 

against each other, such matters will 

disposed of by the Chinese commercial 
deputy. Apart from such cases all cases 
involving the rights of person or property 
shall be disposed of as follows :—If a Corean 
subject is plaintiff and a Chinese the de- 
fendant, the duty of arresting and trying 
the defendant will devolve upon the CI 
nese commercial deputy. If a Chinese 
subject is plaintiff and a Corean the de- 
fendant the Corean authorities shall sur- 
render such defendant or prisoner and 
adjudicate the case according to law in con- 
junction with the Chineso commercial de- 
puty. As regards Corean traders at the 
ports opened to trade in China all cases 
whatever affecting the rights of person or 
property shall be adjudicated by the Chi- 
nese local authorities according to law, no 
matter of what country the plaintiff or 
defendant may be a subject, and the Corean 
deputy will receive from them a record of 
what has been done. Should any such 

Corean subject be dissatisfied with the de- 

ion given in such case, the Corean com- 

Diereial deputy will be at lbesty to petition, 

the superior officers for a re-hearing in the 

interests of justice. In all cases where 





























Coreans may lodge complaints against any 
Chinese, either in Corea with the Chinese 
commercial deputy, or in China with any of 
the local authorities, the Yamén runners 
and employés generally must not exact 
from them one single cent of unauthorised 
fees, and in cases where infringement of 
this’ rule is detected, the officer himself 
will be severely punished. Should the 
subjects of either country, either at home 
or at the ports of the other country, break 
the laws of his own country and abscond 
within the territory of the other country, 
on being notified by the commercial deputy 
of the country of the offender's nationality, 
the local authorities of the other country 
will at once take steps to effect the arrest 
and the delivery of the offender over to the 
nearest commercial deputy to be sent back 
to his own country for punishment ; but he 
may only be subjected to restraint, and may 
not be treated with cruelty on the road. 








ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 
(Continued from p. 518.) 
‘THE YELLOW RIVER. 

October 27th.—{1) The following officers 
have been instructed to proceed at once to. 
Honan to assist Ch‘éng-fu and Ni Wén-wei 
in repairing the breach in the Yellow 
River—Shao-hsien, Lieutenant-Governor 
of Shansi, Ch'én’ Pao-chén, Judge of 
Chékiang and P‘au-chiin, formerly Judge of 
Shantung, 

(2) A Decree.—Ch‘éng-fu and Ni Wén- 
wei have furnished Us with a joint Me- 
morial, reporting the result of their inspec- 
tion of the work undertaken for closing the 
breach in the Yellow River. They state 
that their subordinates have been instructed 
to press on the work with the utmost 
energy, and that the east and west ends of 
the opéning have been firmly secured with 
fascines. The task of laying a foundation 
for the new embankment is now goin; 
and the wantof funds is urgently felt. “The 
water let loose by the breach at Chéng Chou 
has flooded all the lower country, and the 
progress of the river works at this place 
affects the well-being of several provinces. 
Tncalculable harm may be done if steps are 
not taken at once to repair the damage. 
Ch'eng-fu and Ni Wén-wei must make 
every effort during the present season when 
the water is low to lay a firm foundation 
for a new embankment and advance tho 
work stage by stage until a complete 
closure of the breach is effected. As 
regards the question of funds, We command, 
as a first step, that Tis. 2,000,000 be 
forwarded at once from the Board of 
Revenue, and until itarrives, We authorise 
the appropriation from the Provincial 
Treasury of whatever may be required. 
The Board is further authorised to forward 
‘@ constant and unfailing supply of funds 
for the same purpose so that there may be 
no hitch on this account. ‘The Court will 
not stint its resources in averting calamity 
from its subjects and it behoves the Mem 
rialists earnestly to impress upon the officers 
charged with the execution of the work the 
absolute necessity of striving with their 
whole energy of mind and body to ensure 
its speedy completion. Officers whose 
conduct is marked with more than ordinary 
zeal will be entitled to recommendation for 
unusually high honours, while any who may 
evince carelessness or attempt to scamp or 
make gain out of their work will be un- 
sparingly dealt with by martial law. Ch‘éng- 
fu has already incurred severe blame for his 
lack of precaution before the event, and if 
he wastes public money or fails to show a 
sense of penitence by making efforts to 
retrieve the past, he will most assuredly 
receive no mercy. Ni Wén-wei is charged 
with the responsibilities attaching to an 
important post which he cannot delegate 
to others. We Ieniently condoned his 
offence on account of the short time he had 
been at his post and it becomes him to put 

















forth all the energy of a noble nature and 


end his active co-operation in bringing an 
important work to a speedy conclusion. 
Let him not dally with or shirk the task on 
iin of punishment. Beware! Let the 
concerned take note. 


‘THE YELLOW RIVER. 

October 28th.—The Governor of Honan 
reports that since his return to the provin- 
cial capital on the 2nd of October he has 
heard from the Taotai Li Chéng-jung that 
the breach in the Yellow River has’ beon. 
increasing daily and has now attained = 
width of 300 chang. ‘The main body of 
the water had beon entirely diverted and 
the lower bed of the river was perfectly. dry. 
The Director-General was still stationed 
at the scene of the disaster, and two 
expectant Taotais, Hsiieh Fu-nien and 
‘Tung K‘o-shao, wio were experts at such 
work, had been despatched with a picked 
Dody’of troops to press on the repairs with 
all speed. The necessary funds were to be 
supplied by the Treasurer. It appears that 
the water fas fowad in thiea volumos in a 
South Easterly direction and has swept the 
River Huai with is to the soa. Nearly all 
the people have bsen drowned in the diss 
triets reached by the water, the survivors 
being those who escaped to high ground or 
took refuge in trees where they remained 
till they were rescued. ‘The ‘Treasurer 
and Judge aro both engaged in the work of 
administering relisf and two other officers 
of the rank of Tuotai have been detached 
to assist them. Owing to the interruption 
of communication no reports have yet been 
received from ‘T*ng-hsil, Yen-ling, Hui- 
ch'uan, Fu-kou, Kuni-ning, T'ai-k‘ang, 
Hsi-hua, Shén-ch‘iu, Hsiang-ch‘éng, and 
other districts below Chéng Chou, but in a 
few days applications for rolief are sure to 
pour in. Boats have been hired, and rafts 
constucted for ca:rying food and clothing 
in all directions and soup kitchons have 
been opened in the larger centres of dis- 
tress, ‘The price of food stuffs has risen 
within the last few days at K'ai-fong Fu, 
and measures are being taken for selling 
grain at reduced rates. ‘The present calu- 
mity is, however, of very unusual dimen 
sions and no ordinary ‘system of relief 
can expect to cope with it. ‘The present 
balance in the ‘Treasury barely amounts 
to Tis. 200,000 and is inadequate to 
meet the ordinary provincial disburse. 
ments. Memorialist asks that a sum of 
‘Tis. 300,000, which ropresents arrears due 
from Honan to Peking and elsewhore, may 
be appropriated to relief purposes. The 
land-tax collection this year will show a 
great reduction and an enormous outlay 
will be required to repair the breach in 
the River. An application for funds on 
the latter head will be made as soon as att 
estimate has been drawn up, and in the 
meantime it is asked that the Board should 
‘be required to bear a portion of the mili- 
tary expenditure of the province from the 
beginning of the 9th moon. Roseript.— 
Let it be as requested and lot the Board 
concerned be informed. 

LIU CH‘ING-HSU APPOINTED TO KIANG-YIN. 

October 29th.—(1) The Viceroy at Nan- 
king proposes an officer to succeed to the 
command held by the late Liu Lien-chieh, 
whose career and death were recently re- 
counted in the Peking Gazette. ‘The post 
is one of great importance, as it includes 
the charge of all the forts and camps on 
the river banks from Kiaug-yin up to 
Chinkiang and the nelybbourcood of Nan- 
king. The Viceroy’s choice falls upon Liu 
Ching-hsii, a Colonel belonging to the 
Kuei-chow army, but detached at Liu Lien- 
chieh’s request for service at Kiang-yin, 
where he has been stationed for the last 
two or three years. The Viceroy has 
thus been able to observe his conduct 
and knows him to.be a man of ability 
and intelligence, as well as honest and 
public-spirited. ‘He has moreover seen 
a great deal of hard service. The men 
under his command are mach attached to 














him ; and the other senior officers that are 
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fit for independent command, fully reeog- 
nize his ‘supetiority over them. He also 
possésses the knowledge requisite for 
taking charge of forts and defence works. 
Expectant, Taotai Ling Yin-t‘ing will con- 
tinue as before in charge of the Quarter- 
master General's departinent.—Approved 
by Rescript.
